Background: Current law provides up to five years to claim both motor and special fuel tax
refunds resulting from audits of fuel tax licensees by the Department of Licensing (DOL).
However, claims for either motor or special fuel tax refunds by non-highway fuel users are
limited to 13 months from the date the fuel was purchased, even if historical tax
overpayments are discovered through audits by other entities.
Summary of Bill: Claims for both motor or special fuel tax refunds from non-highway fuel
users are extended to five years from the date the fuel was purchased. All such refund claims
would be required to be substantiated by records at the time of application and available for
audit as determined by the director of the DOL.
Appropriation: None.
